The Atlanta Board of Education | 


yesterday instructed the city 
school administration 


take a study of possible effects 


of any forthcoming supreme court 
ruling on school segregation. 

Action, on a motion introduced 
by Ed S. Cook, revised earlier 
board plans to set up a special 
study committee of board mem- 
bers. Dr. Rufus Clement, Negro 
board member who earlier had 
introduced a resolution calling for 
establishment of the board study 
group, and Cook’s motion grew 
from a discussion between Clem- 
ent and Cook. The Negro board 
member seconded Cook's substi- 
tute motion. 

The board, by a vote of 5 to 3, 
abolished its 80-year-old Board of 
Lady Visitors yesterday, follow- 
ing arguments by two members, 
A. J, Latimer and P. L. Bardin, 
that the move was “unwise.” 
Mrs. A. F. Reece rose from 
group of visitors attending the 
session to register ‘‘my strong 
protest.’’ Mrs. Reece said she 
was speaking for ‘‘myelf and tax- 
payers and mothers who will all 
lose by this action.”’ 


Board members who voted for 


abandoning the old auxiliary 
hoard had stated in previous 
meetings’ they felt PTA groups 


had made the old auxiliary ‘‘ob- 
solete.’’ Some observers in past 
vears had felt the Board of Lady 
Visitors occasionally was used in 
political feuds among school board 
members. 

In other action the Board of 
Fducation voted to continue a 
‘‘negotiated purchase’ basis of 
selecting packaged school sup- 
plies for Atlanta school children. 
Latimer had sought to have the 
school system advertise for bids 
on school supplies, reserving the 
right to refuse school bid and go 
hack to the old negotiated pur- 
chase plan. Miss Ira Jarrell, 
echool superintendent, told the 
hoard Atlanta schools were ‘‘be- 
hind almost every other school 
system of its class in the nation’’ 
in failure to provide free school 
supplies. 

Miss Jarrell declared it was 
‘this board’s duty to go out and 
get the money” for supplies. She 
said when schools were ‘“‘re- 
financed next January,” an allo- 
cation of about $211,000 should be 
purchase of such 
school supplies.

The irresponsible and malicious attacks 
on the whole Democratic Party by certain 
Republican leaders are the height of ab- 
surdity. They are likely to backfire in 
many directions, but principally against 
the Eisenhower legislative program. 

House Democratic Leader Sam Ray- 
burn and Sen. Stuart Symington have 
given a hint of what is tocome. The Dem- 
ocrats can do nothing but accept the chal- 
lenge and fight back with whatever 
weapons they possess. 

If the present GOP line is followed, the 
1954 congressional races will be the most 
bitter in history. In addition, the liberal 
domestic program outlined by the Presi- 
dent is doomed to defeat. Extremists in 
his party, with the help of fighting Dem- 
ocrats, could see to that. 

It is not pleasant to realize that Mc- 
Carthyism is becoming the GOP technique 
in the coming campaign. Under the cir- 
cumstances, however, it. is difficult to 
come to any other conclusion. 

“These charges are mean, untrue and 
dastardly and they should be stopped by 
somebody,” says Mr. Rayburn. Unfortu- 
nately they can be stopped only by fight- 
ing it out—other measures have failed. As 
Columnist Tom Stokes suggests in his dis- 
patch on this page today, the tactics seem 
born of desperation and are not likely to 
be abandoned now. 

The,country itself will be hurt. Legis- 
lation proposed by Eisenhower needs to be 
enacted now. It cannot be enacted nor can 
the GOP go before the voters this fall 
with a record of accomplishment unless 
it is. 

In the campaign itself, the GOP can- 
not hide essential issues behind a smoke- 
screen of false charges. The state of the 
nation and GOP responsibility for its gov- 
ernment are the ultimate things to be de- 
cided. Demagoguery cannot hide failures 
for long. 

To imply that a former Democratic 
President of the United States was dis- 
loyal is one thing, but this attempt to 
smear every individual who has borne the 
party label is just too much for the aver- 
age American to take. And at last count, 
there were more registered Democrats in 
the country than Republicans.

Is Highly Vulnerable 


Former Acting Gov. M. E. Thompson 
has become the third announced aspirant 
to the governorship subject to the will of 
Georgia voters in the fall primary. 

His entry is not surprising. Neverthe- 
less, many ‘Georgians will regret it be- 
cause the inconsistencies in the Thompson 
record and in the records of some of his 
political associates introduce into the cam- 
paign old factors that many citizens hoped 
this year to avoid. The Thompson can- 
didacy makes this impossible. 

Elected heutenant-governor in 1946 as 
one independent of factions, M. E. Thomp- 
son became acting governor following the 
death of Eugene Talmadge before the lat- 
ter could take office. He won the office 
by virtue of a Supreme Court decision in 
the now-celebrated two-governor case. 

Mr. Thompson functioned effectively 
as governor, despite the fact that a hos- 
tile Legislature refused to enact an appro- 
priation bill. He initiated some progres- 
sive measures that have since been ac- 
cepted by the state. 

When he was a candidate for the re- 
maining two years of Eugene Talmadge’s 
term, his alleged use of the revenue and 
highway departments for political pur- 
poses became major issues. On these is- 
sues the voters turned him down and chose 
Herman Talmadge governor.’ They re- 
peated the process in 1949, re-electing Mr. 
Talmadge for a four-year term. 

Since that time, Mr. Thompson has 
played the field and it has been difficult 
to pinpoint consistent stands on any is- 
sues. 

His record in office and as a candidate 
and his inconsistencies on policies since 
leaving office make Mr, Thompson high- 
ly vulnerable. | 

Georgia voters this year would like to 
get away from old factionalisms and bit- 
ternesses. They are looking for new faces 
and new personalities not associated with 
the scandals and factional strife of the 
past. 

Above all they are seeking fresh ap- 
proaches to the governorship. They would 
like the chance to vote on Georgia's future 
instead of being forced to face issues they 
repeatedly have decided at the ballot 
boxes in the past.

Our thanks to Sen. Allen Ellender of 
Louisiana for his efforts to get Georgia's 
Buford Dam the appropriation that is its

due. Thanks, too, to Sen. Guy Cordon of 
Oregon who has reinforced the argument 
of the Georgia delegation, now supported 
by that of Sen. Ellender, that a cut in the 
grant of funds for the Buford project 
would be false economy. 

The Ellender-Cordon support made ite 
self evident Monday in a Senate ‘subcom- 
mittee hearing on the President’s budget 
request of $5,800,000 for the dam, a cut of 
more than five million from the Corps of 
Engineers estimate of the amount needed 
to get the power flowing from Buford 
generators by December, 1956. 

Both Sen. Ellender and Sen. Cordon 
pointed to the year’s delay in power pro- 
duction and a possible increased cost of 
construction as the price the Federal Gov- 
ernment would have to pay for dribbling 
out the funds to Buford. 


Those are arguments ‘The Constitution 
has advanced consistently in presenting 
the case for pushing the dam project on 
the upper Chattahoochee to a finish. 
North Georgia can use the power, Atlanta 
needs a water storage reservoir, the na- 
tion will be the stronger by the comple 
tion of the multipurpose Buford Dam. 

We welcome the gentleman from Lou- 
isana and the gentleman from Oregon as 
members of the Buford Dam team. In the 
showdown on the slowdown. may their ef- 
forts result in the full $11,000,000 appro- 
priation for fiscal 1955.

in May 1952: 

“The subcommittee is of the 
opinion that there appears to be 
sufficient evidence of violations 
of the civil provisions of the Mer- 
chant Ship Sales Act in these 
tanker transactions to warrant 
prompt action by the Department 
of Justice. In view of the long 
delay which has already occurred 
in making final determinations in 
these cases, it is the recommen- 
dation of the subcommittee that 
the Department of Justice take 
prompt and vigorous action to 
bring these cases to a logical 
conclusion. This is a unanimous 
report of the subcommittee.”

Now Messrs. Casey and his as- 
sociates have merely been in- 
dicted and they are presumed 
innocent under the law until 
proved guilty, but the significant 
fact is that an official Senate in- 
quiry Into their transactions has 
revealed a lengthy record. As a 
consequence of the use of the 
power of subpoena by Congress, 
the Department of Justice has a 
clearer and more comprehensive 
view of the whole series of trans- 
actions that might have been de- 
veloped at the actual trial itself. 

The main point to note, how- 
ever, is that the ‘‘methods’’ used 
by the Senate subcommittee in 
1952 are not essentially different 
from those being pursued by the 
same committee today under the 
chairmanship of Senator McCar- 
thy except for the occasional out- 
bursts that occur when witnesses 
refuse to. testify.

The lower court’ dismissed 
Lively’s petition, which was 
joined in by 14 other persons. 
LACKS CAUSE 

The Supreme Court upheld this 
decision, declaring that Lively 
had not exhausted all his legal 
remedies and had failed to set 
forth a cause of action for -the 
relief sought by injunction. The 
high court also said it would not 
pass on the constitutionality of 
an act of the General Assembly 
where determination of such a 
question is not essential to the 
disposition of a case. 

Meanwhile, the Court of Ap- 
peals upheld the conviction of 
Robert M. King on three charges 
of involuntary manslaughter in 
connection with a fatal automo- 
bile accident in Henry County.

There is an added emphasis this. week on work among Wor 
shipers of St. Martin in the Fields Episcopal Church. 


Friday is Georgia Day and the 
date marks the 22ist anniver- 


sary of Gen. Edward Ogle 
thorpe’s landing in Savannah in 
1733. Oglethorpe was baptized in 
the original St. Marin in the 
Fields Church in London built 
in 1222. 


‘We hope to begin our St. 
Martin in the Fields very soon,”’ 
said the Rev. A. L. Burgreen, 
the rector who conducts services 
for his flock in the Oglethorpe’ 
University chapel. ‘Our three- 
acre plot is on Ashford-Dun- 
woody Road and the women have 
already set out many dogwood 
trees.”’ 


CHURCH RELICS 


The ‘‘namesake”’ of the mother 
church, located on London's fa- 
mous Trafalger Square, will have 
two very important items in its 
building plans. One will be stone 
sent to Atlanta from the Lon- 
don church which was a part of 
cornerstone when it was rebuilt 
for the third time in 1721. In 
1940 the church was damaged 
by enemy action, and the stone 
here was among the part bombed 
from the foundation. 


A replica of the door knobs 
used in the London Church has 
been sent the Rev. Burgreen for 
his church. It features an old 
emblem of St. Martin of Tours 
dividing his cloak with a shiver- 
ing beggar on a cold wintry day. 

“Our members have been 
working for funds to build our 
church since July of ‘51,’’ said 
Rev. Burgreen. “The women 
have two auxiliary groups, one 
morning and the other evening. 
The latter recently sponsored a 
game night when $129 was raised.
